Sr. PETERSBURG, August 22.—-Itis officially 
announced that the Government has sent a 
circular to the Powers dedlaring that it is 
unable to recognize the validity of Prince 
Ferdinand’s election to the throne of 
Bulgaria. According to the cireular, 
Prince Ferdifand acquainted the Czar with 
the fact of his election and requested 
permission to visit St. Petersburg in order to 
learn the Czar's wishes before going to Bul- 
garia. The Ozar replied that the Prince’s 
election would not be recognized by Russia, 
and that the Prince could by no pretext justity 
his journey to Bulgaria. The circular, in con- 
clusion, expresses the hope that the 
Bulgarian people will coincide with 
Russian views and not permit a 
flagrant violation of the Berlin treaty. 
The Moscow Gazette says the:Russian circular 
to the Powers regarding Prince Ferdinand has 
given great satisfaction throughout Russia. 
It believes Prince Ferdinand’s retirement now 
to be inevitable, and says that if he does not 
wave Bulgaria Russia will renounce her obli- 
gations,under the Berlin treaty, Which she 
has always regarded as a bitter deception after. 
a glorious war.’’ |

A BAD DETZAT FOR THE ONCE POWERFUL 
HOME CLUB. 


‘Election of Delegates to the Minneapolis 
Conventions — A Threatened General 
Lockout of Shoe-Factery Employes — 
Discontented Workmen at Pullman — 4 
Reduction of Wages—Towboys on a 
Strike—Labor News. ‘

NEw Yorx«, August 22.—The Home Club of 
District Assembly 49 Knights of Labor ot this 
vicinity was defeated yesterday. The odca- 
sion was the election of delegates tothe Gen- 


eral Assembly at Minneapolis in October. 
Every delegate who could be was present, and 
at one time about 500 men and 
women were in the hall. About 4 
o’clock the proper order of business 
was reached, and sixty nominations were 
made. T. B. McGuire, who was considered 
one of the strongest men in the 
district, and who was made a general 
executive officer last year at Richmond, was 
nominated among the rest, but seeing small 
chance of being elected he withdrew. Twelve

Discontented Workmen. 


CHICAGO, August 22.—Discontent reigns once 
more among the men at Pullman.

There are nearly one 
hundred men in the department, and fora 
time the striking sentiment ran high. A 
meeting of the Knights of Labor of the Pull- 
man Council was held Saturday evening, at 
which the situation was discussed. No de- 
cisive action was taken regarding the strike 
which 4 of the Knights seemed to feel

year. Moreover, as two years ago a similar 
cut was followed by a general one in all the 
INR it was thought quite likely that 
this fall would see another order to the same 
effect, and it was therefore thought best to 
await results. The cause for the cut, given 


claim that as the work is done by the piece 
some of the men turn out an unusual amount 
of work, and in consequence receive an unus- 

salary. The company, it isclaimed, looks 
only at the ount earned, without regard to 
the hard work, and has consequently ordered 
the cut in wages. 

Another subject discussed at the meeting of 
Saturday was the intended stoppage of work 
for the season at the brick-yards. The men 
were out on a strike from May until July and 
are in a pitiable financial condition. About 
three hundred men, most of whom are mar- 
ried, will be thrown out of work bythe shut- 
down, which is to occur Wednesday. The 
shut-down takes place regularly about this 
time of year, and no more work will be done 
until next spring,except the running fora 
short time longer of two chamber machines, 
which together employ about forty men. 


Towboys’ Strike.

New Tonk, August 22.—The towboys in the 
mplog of the Bushwick Railroad Company in 
sburg went on a strike yesterday.

THE ICE PICK TRAGEDY. 


Walter P. Mueller Held to Answer for 
Joseph Luby’s Death. 


The Coroner to-day held an inquest on 
Joseph Luby, the young teamster who died at 
the City Hospital Saturday morning from the 
effects of a blow with an ice pick received July 
26, from Walter PF. Mueller, an ice dealer. 
Luby was loading a wagon withice froma 
car onthe railroad track at Twentieth and 
Poplar streets, when the trouble arose. The 
testimony was very conflicting at the inquest 
to-day, some witnesses making it a most 
cold-blooded murder and others a case of 
self-defense. 

Lawrence Water, a boy who was with Luby 
testified that the latter haa bought the ice an 
was 8 it into his wagon when Mueller 
and his rother drove to the car and 
backing ip their wagon, began unioading 
ice into it from the car. As Mueller 
pulled out a cake Luby told him to ‘‘hold on’’ 
that he had paid for that ice and that it be- 
longed to him. Luby then put out his foot to 

revent Muelier’s brother taking a cake of 
fee trom a slide. The young man had his 


him over the head with an ice-pick, knocking 
him down. A murderous-looking ice-pick 
was identified by the witness asthe weapon 
used. 

Patrick Donahue, an ice-weigher, corrob- 
orated the boy’s statement of the affair, add- 
ing that he had refused to sell ice to Mueller 
except for cash. He also stated that Luby had 
bought the ice in the car, which Mueller was 
taking when the trouble arose. There was 
no provocation whatever for the assault. 

Another witness was examined, but knew 
very little of the trouble. 

Mueller himself was then placed in the wit- 
ness chair. He surrendered himself at 
the Four Courts at a late hour 


last night and was resent with 
his . John I. artin, with 
whom he h consulted before surrendering 


himself. He claimed that his attorney advised 
him to await the result of Luby’s injuries be- 


fore surrendering himself. e went 
across the river, coming to this 
side uently to learn news of the

An Order Issued for the Missing Books—The 
Proceedings. 


NEw YORK, August 22.—The hearing before 
Judge Bookstaver in the Court of Common 
Pieas to-day, in the Henry S. Ives & Co. as- 
signment, resuited in a direction from the 
court that Ives & Co. must appear before a 


‘referee and disclose the whereabouts of the 


missing books. 

Lawyer Algernon 8. Sullivan asked that the 
Court direct tne members of the firm of Ives & 
Co. to testify to discovering certain books 
of the firm now missing, and which the 
assignee needs in making up his state- 
ment of the assets and liabilities of the firm. 
He said that he understood that ex-Congress- 
man J. J. Adams and Edward Lauterbach ap- 
peared as counsel for Mr. Ives. Mr. Lauter- 
Dach disclaimed being counsel for Mr. Ives, 
saying that only Mr. Adams appeared. He 
said that it appeared as though the firm of 
Ives & Co. expected to look, in their trouble, 


to either Sullivan & Cromwell or the firm of 
Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson,and as Mr. 
Cromwell had been made assignee it would 
not be well for Mr. Sullivan to represent 
the assigners. The firmof Hoadley, Lauter- 
bach & Johnson, too, b Ul 

qoainted with the affairs of lives &

a director of the , Fort Wayne & Chi- 
cago, one of the principal creditors of the as- 
signed firm, it would be highly improper for 
his firm to represent them on this motion.

He therefore 
made a motion for the dismissal of 
the application under the provisions of 
the assignment act that an assignor may have 
from twenty tothirty days to file schedules 
of assets and liabilities. The assignee, Mr. 
Adams said, had already given a full state- 
ment of the assets and liabilities of the firm, 
which he had no right to do, and he cannot 
now come into the court and ask for an order 
to discover the books after the twenty days 
have elapsed. 

Mr. Sullivan replied, saying that if every- 
thing was right and — the production of 
the missing books would be one way of an- 
swering the application. These books, being“ 
the apa ge | of the firm, should be in the 
custody of the assignee. 

Judge Bookstaver agreed with this view of 
the case, but said that he would be unable to 
conduct the examination personally, but 
would appoint a referee. 

Mr. Sullivan suggested the names of Hamil- 
ton Cole, ex-Judge Charles Davis and ex-

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A MILK POOL, 


‘ILLINOIS FARMERS ORGANIZED TO SELL 
THEIR COWS’ PRODUCT. 


The Middlemen in St. Louis to Be Boycotted 
An Unfair Distribution of Profitse—The 
Milk Supply and How It Is Handled— 
Farmers and a Middieman Talk About 
the Situation—An Effect of the Long-Con- 
tinued Drouth in Dlinocis and Missouri— 
Meeting of the-Farmers’ Executive Com- 
mittee. 


There are a dozen gentlemen, members of the 
Executive Committee recently appointed by 
the Milk Producers’ Association, in session at 
the Merchants’ Hotel to-day. They are here 
to hear reports from committees appointed at 
a meeting held atthe hotela week ago Satur- 
day. These committees were to call 
on the local dealers in what is 
called ‘‘railroad mik“ and ascertain what 
they intended to do in regard to a demand for 
better prices. The reports will be generally 
that the dealers were not favorable to any in- 
crease of price, and the outcome will probably 
be the establishment of a depot in St. Louis by 
the association for the sale of the milk pro- 
duced by the farmers who belong to the asso- 
ciation. R. C. Morris, Formosa, III.; James 
Granger, Troy, III. Mr. Clayball, Carlyle, 
III.; I. Newman, Alton, III.; Mr. Hob- 
son of Girard, III., and others were in 
the meeting to-day. They did notarrive until 
shortly before noon and deferred assembling 
until after dinner. One of the members, a 
former St., Louisan, explained the situation 
from the producers’ standpoint. He said: 
„„The feeling has been growing that the pro- 
ducer does not receive enough for his milk 
and the drouth which has ruined the 
feed supply in LUlinois has inten- 
sified this feeling. When in the 
spring farmers came to st. Louis to see the 
dealers, the latter offered to make contracts 
at 8 cents per gallon or prices but slightly 
higher. Eight cents was the average. ow, 
that wasthe best they would do. 8 
have to pay about 2 cents per gallon to get the 
milk to the dealers. It is seldom less 
and frequently a great deal more, The 
dealers retail this milk at 80 cents a galion. 
One-third of the price paid by the consumer 
goes to the producer and two-thirds to the 
middle man, who has no risk, and merely dis- 
tributes the milk. Wethink that percentage 
is not in — od proportion, and that the pro- 
ducer should participate in the profits of 
the business. This movement of ours is 
not to increase the rice of milk to 
the consumer. That is high enough. But 
we want the middlemen to divide. Inaddi- 
tion to the small price paid us the dealers 
frequently report a can of 

MILK AS SOUR 

and allow the producer 12 cents for the can, 
a price which does not pay the freight. 
They are the * ot whether the milk is 
sour or not. have known sixteen 
cans of eight gallons each to be re- 
orted sour out of a shipment of 
cans. Lou can easily see the extent of 

the producer’s loss. And there is no reason 
why this should be. The far mers understand 
how to handle their milk. They cool it before 
shipping it, and if itis properly treated when 
itarrivesin St. Louls, it should not sour. 
And another thing, sour milk is 
mot worthless. Cream has to be 
soured before it can be made 
into butter. If these dairymen who deal in 
our milk would handle it properly they could 
make the soured milk nearly as valuable as 
sweet. All they have to do is to make butter. 
Four galions of milk wil give two gauges of 
cream, which will make two pounds of butter 
worth 2 cents a pound at any time of the 


year and then there will be 
a half gallon of buttermilk worth 
5 cents. A can of eight gallons 


could be made worth FI. 10. For this they pay 
the farmer 12 cents. Or 2 they take 
the sweet milk and utilize it in the same way, 
there would be left eight gallonsof skim milk, 
which, if sold as skim milk, and it ought to 
be, would bring 10 cents a galion, making the 
total value of u can to the dealer $1.90, for 
which he pays from 64 cents to 80 cents. 
The — on n Gan of milk retailed at 80 cents 
a gallon is from $1.60 to $1.75 cents. The con- 
sumer is paying as much as he should pay 
and we want the dealer—the middle men—to 
do the same. 

Mr. Hobson of Girard, III., is one of 
the active members of the committee. 
He does not shi to an  antag- 
onistic dealer, but to his son, who 
manages to dispose of all the milk the Girard 
farm can produce. Still the old gentleman is 
anxious to see the association established. 
„What we want is 12% cents per gallon. We 
offered to make contracts at that price up to 
October 1, but the dealers were not willing to 
meet us, and we will probably make arrange- 
ments to sell our own milk through 
an agent in the city. Our milk is 
pure, and we are certain that in competition 
with milk made from malt and still slop it 
should receive a higher price. Yet we do not 
wish to make the price higher to the con- 
sumer; we only want some of the middle- 
men’s profit. The profits have been too un- 
evenly divided heretofore.’’ 

After October 1 what.price-would you de- 
mand for your milk?’’ 

We have got 15 and 16 centsin the winter, 
and should get as much any year, but this 
— we shall probably have to get 20 
cents. 

THE DROUTH HAS DESTROYED

His speech was — torrent of vul- 
gar abuse, and would have attracted 
unmitigated disgust had it not been 
for is eculiar gesture, which 
tempered e disgust with mirth. 
He had a fashion of raising his 
arms just as high above his head as pos- 
sible, and then wringing his hands as 
though he were making a delirious at- 
tempt to wring them off. Well, Ben sat 
through the speech, with his eye half shut, 
not moving a muscle. When the Ohio 
man had finished and taken his seat, Ben 
rose—calm, dignified and impressive—and 
stood in whe aisle. For half a minute he 
said nothing. Then he began: ‘Mr. 
Speaker.’ Another pause, long and 
ponderous. Everybody waited, with 
hushed breath, for him to continue. Rais- 
ing his arms, Ben reproduced exactly the 
awful gestures of the Ohio Congressman. 
Then he permitted his arms to fall again, 
and for another half minute stood still 
and silent. ‘That is all, Mr. Speaker,’ 
said the shrewd and sarcastic son of Mas- 
sachusetts. ‘I just wanted to answer the 
gentleman from Ohio.’ Judging from the 
wild laughter and applause which fol- 
lowéd, old Ben’s speech was at once the 
shortest and the best ever delivered in the 
lower house.“ 


A Russian on Our Cavalry. 


From the Levant Herald. 

Col. Sukhotin, who wants the Russian 
army turned into hordes of cavalry like 
those of Tamerlade and Genghis Kahn, 
has contributed to a Russian military 
magazine an able paper on the American 
cavalry during the war of secession. 
Therein we discover some of the motives 
which induced the recent transformation 
of the Russian cavalry into dragoons. But 
as that war was waged between masses of 
untrained horsemen, it is highly improb- 
able that its lessons should apply tothe 
conditions of a European conflict. The 
Americans on both sides preferred the re- 
volver in the melee to the sabre or lance; 
but why? Because their troopers were 
not pe enough horsemen to use the cold 
steel with effect. A Federal lancer regi- 
ment, 700 strong, being routed, brought 
only twenty lances with them out of the 
fray; and it is a patent fact that the sabre 
in the hands ofatyro is more dangerous 
to his charger’s ears than to his an- 
tagonist. n addition, untrained sol- 
diers sadly ill use and neglect their 
horses. Experience taught the Federal 
Government that its cavalry, under an 
enterprising leader, had to be remount- 
ed throughout every four months. The 
cavalry belonging to the Army of the 
Potomac, averaging 12,000 oe were 
supplied with 35,078 remounts within six 
months. Rigorous measures were taken 
to compel the men to spare their horses. 
A trooper, galloping through a street of 
Washington, being called upon by a sen- 
try to moderate his —— was shot dead on 
refusing to * hole regiments were 
turned into infantry for persistent neg- 
lect of their horses. Sheridan’s assertion 
that 10,000 horses should be able to pre- 
vent the concentration of 100,000 men was 
based on the assumption that he could at 
the outset overwhelm the cavalry of the 
enemy with the fire of dragoons or mount- 
ed infantry, and upon a belief in it Russia 
seems to have staked its existence asa 
leading military power. 


Katkoff and the Poles. 


Katkoff’s first great opportunity came 
during the Polish insurrection of 1863. He 
had a distinct plan for the reorganization 
of the rebellious provinces. He pitted it 
against the totally different plan of the 
Emperor’s Ministers, and his plan won. 
The Ministers were for a large meas- 
ure of administrative independence 
that would still permit the Poles 
to enjoy their own 1 agere, ligionand 
customs. M. Katko was for Rus- 
sianianizing them without remorse. 
They were to lose their Catholic religion, 
their language, their sense of independent 
national life, butin return they were 
be freed from the tyranny of their own 
nobles, and to enjoy certain popular 
liberties which were ultimately to extend 
tothe whole empire. This system has 
been applied to Poland ever since, and 
whenever there has been any attempt to 
change it for the better one of autonomy 
and true reconciliation he has thunder

What His Pipe Bearer Is Invariably Expected 
to De. 
From the St. James Gazette. 


The pide bearer brays the dry leaf to- 
bacco in a mortar; to every ten pounds 
weight of the coarse powder produced he 
adds a handful of salt and carefully mixes 
it. Then he takes the requisite quantity 
for the next day’s consumption thoroughly 
moistens it with water and places 
it in a saucer, where it re- 
mains all night. Next day it is fit to 
smoke. All day long the pipe-bearer sits 
ready to fill and light the pipes for his 
master and his guests. Should his master 
go upon a journey the pipe-bearer is there, 
mounted on a sturdy roadster, from the 
saddle of which depend a great leathern 
water-bottle, holding perhaps a couple ot 
88 and au iron e-pot very similar 
that used by tinkers in this country and 
full of live charcoal. He manages to keep 
always within hail of his master. 
In front of his saddle are borne two 
huge cylinders of leather, carried as our 
cavairy bandsmen carry their kettle- 
drums. Each of these receptacles will 
S contain a pipe. t a signal 
rom the valet or body-servant the pipe 
bearer withdraws the gold or silver pipe- 
head from its receptacle. Drawing a bag 
filled with tobacco from his waist-belt, 
he takes a piece of it, wet as it is, 
about the size of an egg, and with a 
— of his hand gets rid of a quantity 
of superfluous water and a good deal of 
nicotine, for Persian tobacco in its natural 
state—at least that used in the kalian— 
would be too strong to smoke. And now 
he carefully fits the perforated conical 
windguard upon the pipe head, and b 
means of a pair of tiny tongs fills it wit 
live charcoal from his fire pot. 
Then the rest of the apparatus of the 
water pipe, which isalways kept ready 
filled with water, is withdrawn from the 
cylindrical receptacle; the flexible 
„snake, some five feet long, is rapidly 
adjusted, the pipe-bearer expelling the 
excess of water in the reseryoir by blow- 
ing through the snake. This wets the 
joints and renders the whole machine air- 


of hot air through the oe to see that it 
goes properly, and. hands it to the 
mounted valet, who, seizing the mouth- 
iece, proceeds apparently to smoke it. 
ut the man is merely lighti his mas- 
ter’s pipe, for there is a g eal of char - 
coal fume and very little tobacco in the 
first few whiffs. After A minute’s hard 
pulling the man puffs out a great volume 
of smoke, and now the pipe is well 
alight. The valet removes the bowl, 
and, still drawing, extracts every par- 
ticle of smoke (this is the invaria- 
ble etiquette as the pipe is passed 
from hand to hand); then, with an 
obeisance, he hands the mouthpiece to his 
master and ambles along at his side, 
bearing the pipe, which is r 
called the ‘‘beguiler of sorrows,’’ till 
his master and his friends have smoked 
their fill. 

As a rule the flexible tubes are only used 
upon the road and by priests, lawyers and 
doctors. The latter sometimes make up a 
pipe containing half a pound of tobacco, 
which is placed in the midst of their circle 
of clients or patients, and the m@uthpiece 
passes around for an hour or two, until the 
tobacco is smoked out.

The Trick by Which an Enterprising Chicago 

Reporter Saved His Paper From Defeat.

One morning, after the 
last batch of items had been sent 
in, Magee was homeward bound 
when he discovered the dead body of 
a man in the street. He knew it was too 
late to get the item in the paper, and he 
knew if heinformed the police of his dis- 
covery that the afternoon papers would 
have the lead on the item. In those days 
Chicago abounded in plank sidewalks of 
the most miserable kind, Magee tore up 
one ortwoof the planks in the walk near 
by, and planted his dead man under them. 
Late that day, when he came down to his 
work, he notified the Coroner and the 
afternoon papers were beaten. 


The Red Kiver Valley Railway.

The Winnipeg people are not satisfied 
that the construction of the Red River 
Valley Railway is going to prove of much 
advantage to the province after all. It 
will run through a district already served 
by the Canadian Pacific Company, so that 
no local interests will be promoted, while, 
having a starting point at Winni- 
peg, it is utterly useless to the people 
of the western sections of the province 
who. nevertheless, are taxed for the cost 
of the enterprise. [It is therefore bein 
urged upon the Manitoba Governmen 
that liberal aid be given toa line from 
Winnipeg to Brandon, connecting at Port- 
age la Prairie with the Manitoba and 

orthwestern Railway. A very neat sum 
of money will be necessary for this pur- 
pose, several hundred thousand dollars, 
and the light way in which the ple of 
Winnipeg speak of such a subsidy shows 
that they take little regard of the mor- 
row. The province already finds it no 
easy matter to make ends meet; the 
construction of the Red River Valley 
Railway adds a new charge of $50,000 an- 
nually on the revenues; heavy obligations 
have been undertaken in connection with 
the Hudson’s Bay project, and altogether 
the situation counsels very rigid economy 
in expenditure. But the Norquay Gov- 
ernment, we imagine, will not be deterred 
by any such considerations. It seems to 
proceed upon the principle that the bonds 
don’t cost much to print anyway, and if 
the railway can make any use of th 
why the provision for interest paymen 
can be relegated to the future.

But when it comes to juggling with 
figures for the benefit of a ring a nimble 
Comptroller puts down the sprinkling at 
three times-a day and runs up the cost ac- 
cordingly. 

As to the cost-of street sprinkling next 
year, it will depend entirely on competi- 
tion. When St. Louis was smaller fhan it 
is now Comptroller CaMPBELL’s prede- 
cessor was called on to put in his yearly 
estimate an item of $50,000 for hauling 
slops; the same work is now done over a 
larger area for $12,000. 

Would it not look better in Comptroller 
CAMPBELL to devote himself outside of 
office hours to reducing the expenses in- 
stead of increasing them, and to carrying 
out the clearly expressed wish of the peo- 
ple instead of opposing it? 
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Tue» main trouble with COLOROW seems 
to be the excessive development of his 
anti-poverty bump.

How One War Tax Works. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The imminence of astrike among the win- 
dow- glass workers, whose demand for an in- 
crease of 10 percent in wages has been re- 
fused by the manufacturers, recalls attention 
tothe wayin which a high tariff has operated 
to the disadvantage of the workingmen, for 
whose ‘‘protection’’ it was Ostensibly im- 
posed. 

In 1880 there was a duty of 15 per cont on 
window glass, and the average dally wages of 
the glass-workers was $2.96. In 1880 the av- 
erage duty was about 68 per cent, and the 
daily wages of the workers was $1.79. To- 
day, more than twenty years after the close of 
the war, whose expenses were made the occa- 
sion of increasing the tax, the duties range 
from 61 to 100 per cent. And yet, when the 
ill-paid workmen, receiving much smaller 
wages than they did twenty-five years ago, 
under a low tariff, ask fora slight increase, a 
manufacturersays: 

„The workmen lost a month and a halt last 
year by their demands for advances, and 
finally went in at our prices. I presume they 
are willing and able to go through the same or 
a longer experience this year.’’ 

Meanwhile the house-bullding people of this 
country paid into an overflowing Treasury 
last year nearly $4,000,000 in duties on imported 
giass ‘‘for the protection of American work- 
ingmen,.’’ 


The Power of the Press.

THE PACIFIC ROADS. 


ALLEGED APATHY. 


Maj. Reddington’s Investigation and Dis- 
ceveries—His Removal Alleged to Have 
Been Secured by the Pacific 
the Steck Pool—The Pacific Mail Subsidy 
— legal Issue of Stock. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 22.—There is 
very much surprise expressed here as to the 
apathy of the President towards the Pacific 
Rallroad plunderers. His indifference to the 
interests of the people, shown in his dispatch 
to the commissioners, is freely commented 
on. Itisnowrecalied that eighteen months 
ago Maj. Reddington, Chief Clerk of the Rall- 
road Bureau, began an investigation of these 
roads. At his request the Secretary of the In- 
terior asked Congress for an appropriation 
of $35,000 to enable him to employ 
extra railroad accountants. He was 
assured by several members of Oon- 
gress that the appropriation would be granted. 
His first step was an investigation of the Pa- 
cific Mall subsidy. His report stating that the 
Government had been defrauded of $828,000 by 
the Central and Union Pacific roads, was sus- 
tained by the Secretary of the Interior, Mr. 
Lamar, and Assistant-Secretary Jenks,and the 
accounts were sent to the Treasury for collec- 
tion. This was sixteen months ago, but noth- 
ing has been done towards collecting the 
amount. Surely some one is responsible for 
this willfal neglect of a plain duty. Shortly 
after the Pacific Mall investigation Mr. Red- 
dington was removed, and all investigation 
was therefore stopped. It was stated, and is 
still asserted by many prominent Democrats, 


that Reddington’s removal was demanded of 


the President to please the Pacific Rallroad 
ring and the Standard Oil ring, as both of 
these were interested in a pool to put the 
Union Pacific stock up and the protection of 
the people’s interest meant the 
DESTRUCTION OF THIS STOCK POOL. 

It is a well-known fact that members of the 
Standard Oil ring are, and have been for 
years, speculating in the stock of the Union 
Pacific Railroad. The late Mr. Sherreill, who 


represented the Pacific road here, said before 
the removal of Reddington, that he would not 
be permitted toremain as no one had ever 
been allowed to do so who fought the Pacific 
Raliroad. After Reddington’s removal, 
Sherrell said with an oath, ‘‘We've got rid of 
Reddington.’’

actof justice to the people he would see that 
the 000 due under the Pacific Mail subsidy 
was collected. He would also see that his 
Attorney-General did his duty by at once be- 
ginning suit against the Union Pacific direct- 
ors for their open and corrupt violations of 
the act of 1878. 

Section (ot that act says the Attorney-Gen- 
eral shall cause suit in equity to be instituted 


in the name of the United States 
against the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company. and against all persons 


who may, in thelr own names, have 
subscribed for or received capital stock of 
said roads or the proceeds or avails thereof 
or other property of said road unlawfully and 
contrary to equity, or who may have receiv 
as profite or proceeds of contracts for con- 
struction or equipments of said railroad or 
other acts herewith. It further says that no 
new stock shall be issued or mortgages or 
—— made on the property or the future 
earnings of the company 
WITHOUT LEAVE OF CONGRESS. 

Now it is a well-known fact that from 1880 to 
the present time $24,000,000 ot the new stock 
has deen issued and 411 000,000 of collateral 
trust bonds, making $85, 000, 000. Seven per 
cent dividends were paid for three years on 
$24,000,0000f new stock, which amounted to 
$5.040,000. Interest has n id on the col- 
lateral trust bonds since 188i amounting to 
$2,500,000, making in all $42,000, 000. 

Said a prominent politician here to-day:
